Settlement  one  day  away  to  end  war 


GENEVA  (AP)  —  Talks  aimed  at  ending  the  Afghan  war  are  one  day  away 
from  a  Soviet  deadline  for  their  completion,  but  a  crucial  dispute  on  who  will 
run  the  country  still  stands  in  the  way  of  a  signed  settlement. 

Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  said  last  month  that  Soviet  troops  would 
begin  withdrawing  troops  from  Afghanistan  by  mid-May  if  an  agreement  is 
reached  by  March  15.  But  sources  close  to  the  U.N. -sponsored  negotiations 
say  they  don’t  view  the  deadline  as  rigid. 

Delegations  from  the  Soviet-backed  government  in  Kabul  and  from  Pak¬ 
istan,  which  is  representing  the  Afghan  resistance,  both  say  they  are  ready  to 
extend  the  negotiations. 

U.N.  Undersecretary  General  Diego  Cordovez,  the  talks’  mediator,  said  he 
asked  both  sides  to  seek  “strengthened  instructions”  during  the  weekend  to 
prepare  for  Monday’s  session. 

Soviet  troops  intervened  in  Afghanistan  in  1979.  An  estimated  115,000 
troops  have  been  helping  the  government  fight  the  U.S. -backed  Moslem 
guerrillas. 

The  latest  round,  the  longest  since  the  talks  began  in  1982,  opened  with  a 
confident  mood  on  March  2.  Two  days  later,  an  accord  was  announced  on  an 
issue  that  had  stalled  negotiations  for  years,  with  both  sides  agreeing  on  a 
timetable  and  the  basic  logistics  for  withdrawing  the  Red  Army  troops. 
Under  that  accord,  the  pullout  would  be  completed  within  nine  months. 


Bangerter  decides  Tuesday  on  AIDS  bills 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  will  decide  by  midnight 
Tuesday  whether  to  veto  two  controversial  AIDS-related  bills  that  have 
spawned  heated  debate  among  civil  rights  advocates  and  medical  workers  in 
the  area. 

Opponents  contend  the  measures  will  stifle  attempts  to  encourage  confiden¬ 
tial  AIDS  testing,  while  supporters  say  the  bills  accurately  reflect  the  major¬ 
ity  opinion  in  Utah. 

Whatever  Bangerter’s  decision,  Utahns  will  not  be  the  only  ones  watching. 

Scott  Hauert,  president-elect  of  the  Utah  Association  of  Emergency  Medi¬ 
cal  Technicians,  said  emergency  care  providers  across  the  country  have  been 
anxiously  awaiting  the  fate  of  HB220. 

Sponsored  by  Rep.  Joseph  M.  Moody,  R-Delta,  the  bill  would  allow  EMTs 
who  have  been  significantly  exposed  to  -lood  or  body  fluids  to  ask  their 
patients  to  test  for  the  presence  of  AIDS,  HIV  infection  or  Hepatitis  B. 

Hauert  said  Utah  would  be  the  first  state  to  approve  such  legislation. 

Bush  receives  new  criticism  from  rival 

CHICAGO  (AP)  —  With  signs  pointing  to  another  Republican  primary 
victory  by  George  Bush  in  Illinois,  the  vice  president  came  under  renewed 
criticism  Sunday  from  GOP  rival  Bob  Dole  and  from  Democrat  Jesse  Jackson, 
who  said  Bush  would  enter  the  race  “with  a  lot  of  baggage.” 

Dole,  struggling  to  revive  his  presidential  campaign,  insisted  he  would  fight 
on  “full  bore”  after  Illinois  though  he  said  he  had  no  obligation  “to  look 
ridiculous.” 

Democrat  Albert  Gore  Jr.,  who  hopes  to  demonstrate  some  Northern 
support  in  Illinois  on  Tuesday,  said  he  would  “almost  certainly”  turn  down  his 
party’s  vice  presidential  nomination. 

^  As  the  candidates  entered  the  last  days  of  campaigning  in  Illinois,  a  new 
Chicago  Tribune  poll  said  favorite  sons  Paul  Simon  and  Jackson  were  leading 
in  the  Democratic  race  with  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  of  Massachusetts  challeng¬ 
ing  them,  while  Bush  had  a  34  point  lead  over  Dole. 

Interviewed  on  the  CBS  show,  “Face  the  Nation,”  Dole  said  he  received  a 
telegram  from  former  President  Richard  Nixon  who  urged  him  “hang  in  there, 
don’t  give  up,  make  Illinois  your  finest  hour.” 


The  prosecutors  of  convicted  child 
molester  Alan  B.  Hadfield  will  ask  the 
state  Supreme  Court  to  overturn  pro¬ 
bation  granted  the  Lehi  resident  and 
order  he  be  sentenced  to  state  prison. 

Associate  Deputy  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  Robert  Parrish  said  a  motion  will 
be  filed  asking  the  Utah  Supreme 
Court  to  require  4th  District  Judge 
Cullen  Y.  Christensen  to  sentence 
Hadfield  to  prison. 

“We  will  file  the  motion  soon  after 
the  transcripts  of  the  sentencing  are 
available,”  said  Parrish. 

He  said  the  Attorney  General’s  of¬ 
fice  had  ordered  them.  “We  need  to 
study  them  (the  transcripts)  thor¬ 
oughly  to  support  our  arguments.” 

Parrish  said  that  House  Bill  209 
of  the  state  of  Utah  deprives  a  judge 
of  all  discretion  in  the  sentencing  of  a 
convicted  incest  offender,  unless 
there  are  extenuating  circumstances. 
If  so,  the  judge  can  place  the  felon  on 
probation. 

Christensen  ruled  that  Hadfield 
met  all  12  criteria  in  the  law  that 


would  exempt  prison  and  qualify  him 
for  probation  after  sentencing  Had¬ 
field  to  10  years  to  life  imprisonment. 

A  main  contention  of  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  will  be  that  Hadfield  failed  to 
meet  a  requirement  in  the  law  that  he 
would  be  a  successful  candidate  for 
rehabilatative  treatment. 

Hadfield  has  maintained  his  inno¬ 
cence  despite  being  convicted  Dec.  20 
by  an  eight-member  jury  of  sexually 
abusing  and  sodomizing  two  of  his 
children. 

The  majority  of  therapy  clinics  re¬ 
fused  to  accept  him,  saying  admission 
of  guilt  is  a  necessary  step  for  therapy. 

However  at  the  March  4  sentencing 
for  Hadfield,  Dr.  Robert  Card,  a  Salt 
Lake  City  psychologist,  said  he  would 
accept  Hadfield  into  his  clinic  North¬ 
west  Passages,  a  therapy  program  for 
sex  offenders. 

The  defense  countered  with  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  George  Brown,  also 
a  therapist  for  sex  offenders,  who  said 
he  could  not  understand  how  a  sexual 
deviant  could  be  treated  without  ad¬ 
mitting  guilt. 

Christensen  said  he  found  Card’s 
testimony  more  compelling  in  his 


summary  and  said,  “I  see  nothing  in 
the  statute  that  says  a  defendent 
must  admit  guilt  to  be  admitted  into  a 
program.” 

When  asked  about  the  prosecu¬ 
tion’s  chances  of  overturning  the  ver¬ 
dict,  Parrish  said  he  didn’t  want  to 
speculate. 

“It’s  a  very  unusual  procedure  ob¬ 
viously.  It’s  difficult  for  the  Supreme 
Court  to  find  that  a  judge  has  not  used 
discretion.” 

Hadfield’s  attorney  Bradley  Rich 
expressed  outrage  at  the  prosecu¬ 
tion’s  plans.

Reagan  stops  funds  to  impair  Noriega 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan’s  decision  to  withhold  a  $6.5 
million  payment  owed  to  Panama  on  Tuesday  was  aimed  at  impairing  military 
strongman  Manuel  Noriega’s  ability  to  pay  government  workers  this  week, 
according  to  U.S.  officials. 

“The  timing  was  no  coincidence,”  one  official  said,  expressing  hope  that  the 
departure  of  Noriega  could  be  hastened  if  government  workers,  faced  with 
economic  hardship,  join  the  ranks  of  the  opposition. 

The  remaining  sanctions  Reagan  imposed  on  Friday  will  not  have  an  imme¬ 
diate  consequence,  and  the  officials  believe  Noriega  could  be  out  of  office  by 
the  time  they  have  an  impact.  The  sanctions  were  the  latest  in  a  series  of  steps 
the  United  States  has  taken  over  the  past  eight  months  to  undercut  Noriega, 
who  is  under  U.S.  indictment  on  drug  smuggling  charges. 

According  to  reports  from  Panama,  the  government  is  so  strapped  for  cash 
that  it  has  been  considering  several  austerity  measures  to  deal  with  payroll 
budget  shortfalls. 


JERUSALEM  —  Israel  choked  off 
gasoline  supplies  to  the  occupied 
West  Bank  on  Sunday  after 
Palestinian  protesters  torched  two 
fuel  trucks  and  pelted  others  with 
stones. 

The  army  confirmed  that  an  Arab 
died  after  being  shot  in  the  eye  in  a 
clash  that  occurred  last  week,  but  de¬ 
nied  Arab  reports  that  a  5-year-old 
boy  died  from  burns  that  were  caused 
by  a  tear  gas  grenade. 

The  army  instead  said  that  the  boy 
had  been  playing  with  a  kerosene 
stove  when  he  was  fatally  burned.  A 
spokesman  said  the  parents  had  ini¬ 
tially  blamed  soldiers  but  had  later 
retracted  that  allegation. 

Arab  officers  resign 

Police  also  said  that  more  than  half 
of  the  850  Arab  officers  in  the  occu¬ 
pied  territories  had  resigned  in  a 
PLO-led  campaign. 

Before  this  weekend’s  casualties, 
the  United  Nations  said  90  Palestini¬ 
ans  had  been  killed  since  anti-occupa¬ 
tion  rioting  in  the  West  Bank  and  oc¬ 
cupied  Gaza  Strip  began  on  Dec.  8. 

On  the  eve  of  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Shamir’s  visit  to  Washing¬ 
ton,  Israeli  right-wingers  planned  a

Wilson  leads  Bangerter  by  good  margin 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Democratic  gubernatorial  candidate  Ted 
Wilson  still  leads  Republican  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  by  a  healthy  25-point 
margin,  but  Bangerter  has  closed  the  gap  over  the  last  six  months,  a  new  poll 
shows. 


A  survey  conducted  for  the  Deseret  News  and  KSL-TV  by  Dan  Jones  & 
Associates  shows  that  if  the  election  were  held  today,  Wilson  would  get  56 
percent  of  the  vote  to  Bangerter’s  31  percent. 

Four  percent  said  they  would  vote  for  someone  else,  and  9  percent  didn’t 
know  who  they  would  vote  for. 

The  last  time  Jones  matched  the  two  men  was  in  November,  and  Wilson  was 
favored  59-28  percent  over  Bangerter. 

The  latest  survey  also  found  that  39  percent  of  those  questioned  believe  the 
Republican  Party  can  best  solve  the  problems  of  Utah,  while  28  percent  named 
the  Democratic  Party.  Seven  percent  said  neither  party  had  the  answers,  11

Fuel  trucks  banned 
After  two  fuel  trucks  were  set 
ablaze  in  the  West  Bank  and  others 
were  stoned,  Maj.  Gen.  Amram 
Mitzna  banned  fuel  trucks  from  enter¬ 
ing  the  occupied  West  Bank,  the  daily 
Maariv  newspaper  said. 

A  senior  official  in  the  West  Bank 
military  government  confirmed  the 
report  but  stressed  that  fuel  would 
still  be  delivered  to  stations  that  ser¬ 
viced  hospital  ambulances  and  service 
vehicles. 


“We  will  arrange  for  fuel  deliveries 
only  to  places  where  it  is  vital  for 
public  services,”  said  the  official,  who 
spoke  only  on  condition  of  anonymity. 

In  the  West  Bank  town  of  Bethle¬ 
hem,  service  station  owners  said  they 
would  be  out  of  gasoline  by  the  end  of 
the  day. 

Station  owner  Rabaa  Abdin  said  he 
had  completely  run  out  of  regular  gas 
and  his  high-octane  fuel  would  last 
only  a  few  hours. 

The  army  confirmed  that  economic 
restrictions  had  been  imposed  on  the 
West  Bank  town  of  Qabatiyeh,  where 
an  alleged  pro-Israeli  collaborator 
was  hung  from  an  electrical  pole  last 
month  after  shooting  a  child  to  death. 

The  village,  which  has  a  stone 
quarry,  will  be  barred  from  exporting 
its  products  to  Jordan  and  will  also  be 
unable  to  receive  any  visitors  from 
abroad,  an  army  official  said. 

Qabatiyeh  is  also  without  electric¬ 
ity,  he  said. 

Economic  restrictions 

Defense  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
last  month  said  Israel  might  have  to 
resort  to  economic  restrictions 
against  the  1.5  million  Arabs  in  the 
West  Bank  and  the  Gaza  Strip  if 
strikes  and  violence  persisted. 

Police  ministry  spokesman  Nahum 
Mendel  said  450  of  850  Arab  police 
officers  in  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza 
had  handed  in  their  papers  after  un¬ 
derground  leaflets  that ,  called  for 
their  resignations  were  distributed. 

He  said  Israeli  police  might  be 
called  to  help  but  not  enough  could  be 
summoned  to  provide  the  same  ser¬ 
vice.  The  government  may  offer  wage 
increases  to  attract  new  recruits  and 
keep  veteran  police,  he  said. 

Dozens  of  Arab  tax  collectors  also 
have  resigned,  and  Palestinians  have 
been  called  on  to  stop  paying  taxes. 

But  a  senior  Israeli  official  said  tax 
receipts  were  down  only  about  10  per¬ 
cent  for  January  and  February.

isost  freshmen  think  the  first  day 
bllege  is  exciting.

look  until  after  they  are  finished  with 
school,”  he  said. 

“I  was  working  too  hard  on  gradu¬ 
ating  and  I  didn’t  apply  for  grad 
school  until  it  was  too  late  (for  many 
schools),”  said  Paul  Shawcroft,  an 
April  1987  BYU  graduate,  who  is  now 
a  BYU  graduate  student  in  math. 
Those  other  commitments  Hansen 
mentioned  can  be  just  as  big  a  change 
from  undergraduate  life  as  a  new  job. 

Hans  Pew,  a  BYU  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  in  physics,  said  graduate  school 
was  as  big  a  change  from  his  under¬ 
graduate  work  as  college  was  from 
high  school.  “It  did  catch  me  off 
guard,”  Shawcroft  said.  “I  guess  the 
biggest  transition  was  having  three 
hard  classes  instead  of  one  hard  class 
and  two  bonehead  classes.  That’s 
three  hard  classes  plus  teaching,”  he 
said. 

“Everyone  told  me  ‘If  you’re  going 
to  get  a  degree,  do  it  now,’  ”  said 
Shawcroft.  “I  thought  it  (a  degree) 
would  (help  me  find  a  job),  but  I  didn’t 
plan  on  looking  for  one  right  away,” 
he  said. 

If  a  student  doesn’t  have  specific 
plans,  the  placement  center  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  with  him  or  her  for  a  few 
weeks  after  graduation.  “We  feel  that 
we  are  here  to  help  the  students  help 
themselves.  What  happens  with  the 
interviews  on  campus  should  be  a  sup¬ 
plement  to  what  the  students  are  al¬ 
ready  doing,”  said  Hansen. 

“I  think  being  in  the  right  place  at

Two  of  the  graduates  who  immedi¬ 
ately  started  the  job  hunt  agreed  that 
their  time  as  an  undergraduate  was 
worthwhile.  But  the  third  said  she 
felt  her  bachelor’s  degree  did  not  pre¬ 
pare  her  accurately  for  what  she  has 
faced  in  her  job.  “When  we  were  put 
in  situations  in  the  classroom,  the  sit¬ 
uations  were  ideal  and  few  if  any 


times  do  you  face  ideal  situations  in 
teaching,”  said  Hatch. 

These  three  graduates  all  felt  they 
did  not  get  enough  practical  experi¬ 
ence  before  graduation.  “We  don’t  get 
enough  experience,  just  knowledge,” 
said  Pierce.  Those  who  are  gradu¬ 
ate  students  now  also  said  their  un¬ 
dergraduate  work  was  not  enough, 
but  for  a  different  reason.  “That 
(graduate  school)  is  where  you  really 
start  learning  about  the  subject,”  said 
Shawcroft.  “You  get  into  grad  school 
and  realize  a  bachelor’s  degree  was 
just  an  intorduction.”

According  to  Wayne  Hansen,  70  to 
80  percent  of  the  students  that  have 
come  to  the  placement  center  over  the 
past  10  years  knew  what  they  would 
be  doing  when  they  graduated.  “This 
does  not  always  mean  that  they  have 
a  job,  but  it  includes  marriage,  gradu¬ 
ate  school,  a  mission  or  another  kind 
of  commitment,”  Hansen  said. 

He  added  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
students  who  don’t  even  start  to  look 
for  options  before  graduation.  “They 
know  that  they  will  be  going  home  or 
to  another  state,  so  they  don’t  start  to 


noticed  is  that  although  there  is  still 
pressure,  it  is  a  different  kind.  “I 
don’t  worry  any  more  about  whether 
or  not  I’m  not  going  to  pass,  but 
whether  or  not  my  students  will  learn 
what  I’m  trying  to  teach,”  said  Hatch. 

Augustine  said,  “I  enjoy  this  kind 
of  pressure  a  lot  more  because  I  enjoy 
learning  on  my  own  and  I  have  found 
that  in  my  job  I’m  given  a  lot  more 
freedom.  I  feel  like  I’m  considered 
more  like  a  person  who  has  something 
to  offer,  and  this  helps  my  motiva¬ 
tion.” 

Graduation  changes  pressure  even 
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BYU  grad  can't  give  up  acting 


Actors  need  love  of  theater,  charisma,  curiosity  and  skill

Since  her  clays  of  climbing  up  on  a 
piano  bench  and  enacting  entire  plays 
in  that  limited  area,  Jayne  Luke  has 
known  she  has  wanted  to  act. 

“I  was  only  two  years  old,”  she 
laughs.  “I  would  use  one  end  as  an 
entrance  and  one  as  the  exit  and  per¬ 
form  ....  I  don’t  think  I  ever  made  a 
decision  to  act,  it  just  happened.” 

The  brunette  five-footer  began  at¬ 
tending  BYU  in  1969  and  graduated 
seven  years  later  with  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  theatre  and  cinematic  arts. 
She  also  received  a  master’s  degree 
from  the  University  of  Utah  in  1984. 

“I  never  could  go  (to  school)  more 
than  two  semesters  at  a  time,”  she 
explains.  “School  made  me  tired.  I 
mixed  in  practical  education  with  my 
academic  education. 

“I  also  got  a  degree  from  the  uni¬ 
versity  of  hard  knocks,”  she  says, 
only  half  joking.  “That  was  New 
York.” 

Luke  spent  a  lot  of  her  time  from 
1974-79  living  in  New  York  City,  tak¬ 
ing  a  few  dancing  and  acting  lessons, 
performing  a  little  and  learning  about 
herself  a  lot. 

“I  loved  (New  York  City)  and  I 
hated  it,”  she  says.  “It’s  a  city  of  ex¬ 
tremes.  You  have  decadent  wealth 
aside  of  extreme  poverty.  There’s  no 
middle  class.  Young  aspiring  artists 
who  go  there  usually  don’t  have  much 
money  and  so  much  energy  is  spent  in 
just  trying  to  be  someone.  But  it  was 
exactly  that  environment  that  al¬ 
lowed  me  to  find  out  who  I  really  am.” 

Finding  out  who  she  is  and  what 
she’s  about  is  one  of  Luke’s  priorities. 
“The  wonderful  process  of  becoming  a 
human  being -finding  out  who  I  am 
and  letting  other  people  be  who  they 
are  is  important  to  me.  Second  is  my 
relationships  with  my  family  and 
friends,  and  then  my  work.” 

Luke  has  always  had  a  lot  of  sup¬ 
port  from  her  father,  mother  and  two 
older  sisters.  “I  can  remember  clearly 
the  day  my  father  told  me,  ‘I’m  fright¬ 
ened  for  you,  but  I  realize  this  is 
something  you  have  to  do,’  ”  recalls 
Luke. 

“My  family  supported  me  com¬ 
pletely.  They  didn’t  have  a  lot  of 
money  to  give  me,  but  they  gave  me  a 
lot  of  love  and  that  was  what  I  really 
needed.” 

A  real  love  for  theater,  a  special 
charisma,  a  curiosity  about  life  and

skill  are  what  Luke  lists  as  essentials 
for  a  successful  actor.  “And  then  you 
have  to  be  willing  to  bring  your  own 
feelings  to  the  stage,”  she  comments. 
“I’m  better  at  showing  my  real  feel¬ 
ings  on  stage  than  I  am  in  real  life.” 

One  of  Luke’s  favorite  projects  is  a 
non-profit  theater  organization  that 
began  years  ago  while  she  was  at¬ 
tending  BYU.  “We  were  dissatisfied 
and  disgruntled  because  we  thought 
we  were  not  getting  the  parts  we 
should  be  getting,”  she  says. 

As  a  result  of  one  gripe  session 
(“that’s  what  actors  do  best  —  on¬ 
stage  or  off  —  gripe,”)  a  group  of  the¬ 
ater  friends  decided  to  organize  an 


“underground  theater”  and  name  it 
after  the  type  of  parts  they  felt  they 
were  getting  at  BYU  —  walk  ons. 
“You  know,  like  third  spear  carrier 
from  the  left,”  explains  Luke.  Thus, 
the  birth  of  Walk-Ons,  Inc.,  an  orga¬ 
nization  that  still  exists. 

“At  the  time  we  thought  we  were 
fighting  the  professors,”  she  said. 
“But  we  found  out  instead  they  were 
supporting  us  ...  Ten  years  later,  we 
realized  we  were  being  instructed  by 
very  able  men  and  we  should  have 
taken  more  advantage  of  that  educa¬ 
tion.”  Today,  BYU  professors  are 
some  of  the  strongest  supporters  of 
the  group. 


Filmmaker's  greatest  work  is  'next  one'

BYU’s  only  Academy-award  win¬ 
ning  graduate  didn’t  even  major  in 
film  while  attending  school  here. 

“I  graduated  in  advertising  and 
public  relations,”  says  Kieth  Merrill, 
who  won  the  award  in  1974  for  “The 
Great  American  Cowboy,”  a  docu¬ 
mentary  on  rodeo  riding. 

The  Farmington  native  grew  up 
surrounded  by  creative  arts.  “My 
mother  was  an  actress,  my  father  was 
a  painter  and  I  grew  up  not  only  with 


that  influence,  but  a  real  passion  for 
graphic  arts,”  Merrill  says. 

“I  didn’t  intend  to  be  a  professional 
film  maker,”  explains  Merrill.  “I  be¬ 
gan  to  pursue  film  as  an  interest  be¬ 
cause  it  really  brought  together  all 
those  things  that  fascinated  me  and 
that  I  enjoyed.” 

Originally,  Merrill  spent  some  time 
in  real  estate  development  with  his 
father-in-law  and  worked  as  a  news¬ 
man  for  a  local  television  station  while 
attending  BYU. 

After  graduating  in  1967,  Merrill 
and  his  wife,  Dagny  moved  to  Califor¬ 


nia  and  continued  in  real  estate.  “I 
was  doing  film  experimentally,  but  I 
wasn’t  finding  fulfillment  in  anything 
else  I  was  doing,”  he  remembers.  “I 
just  had  this  passion  to  make  film. 

“One  day  I  expressed  it  to  my  wife 
and  she  said,  ‘Well,  let’s  not  let  an¬ 
other  day  go  by  without  taking  a  step 
in  that  direction.’  The  next  day  I  pro¬

rill  went  to  Australia  to  shoot  a  simi¬ 
lar  project  for  another  company.  “It 
was  in  Australia  while  I  was  crawling 
around  in  the  grass  in  the  Northern 
Territories  ...  that  I  decided  that  I 
really,  really  wanted  to  make  film.” 

After  returning  home,  Merrill  quit 
his  job  and  formed  his  own  film  com¬ 
pany.  “It  just  seems  like  it  was  kind  of 
destiny,”  he  says. 

The  real  turning  point  was  when  he 
made  a  bid  on  a  major  Kaiser  Steel 
project.  “I  didn’t  have  a  lot  of  experi¬ 
ence  and  I  was  committing  myself  to 
things  I  didn’t  possibly  know  how  I 
could  do,”  Merrill  says.  “But  with 
that  youthful  bravado  and  the  benefit 
of  being  so  young  and  foolish  that  you 
don’t  know  what  you  can’t  do,  I  got 
the  bid.”  That  job  eventually  led  to 
the  production  the  “The  Great  Ameri¬ 
can  Cowboy.” 

Thirty-three  years  old  is  young  to 
win  the  Academy  Award.  However, 
he  has  tried  to  keep  everything  in 
perspective.  “I  was  just  sitting  there 
feeling  very  pompous  and  thinking  of 
what  an  accomplished  young  guy  I 
was,”  Merrill  relates.  “And  then  I  re¬ 
alized  that’s  how  old  the  Savior  was 
when  he  was  crucified.

While  growing  up  in  Provo,  Arring¬ 
ton  had  the  opportunity  to  experi¬ 
ment  with  many  different  forms  of 
dance. 

At  an  early  age,  Arrington  began 
taking  lessons  in  Provo  with  Virginia 
Tanner,  a  teacher  of  creative  dance 
and  the  developer  of  what  is  now  the 
BYU  Children’s  Dance  group. 

At  14,  Arrington  decided  she 
wanted  to  “be  a  ballerina,”  and  stud¬ 
ied  under  Sandra  Allen,  a  dance  pro¬ 
fessor  who  is  still  teaching  at  BYU. 

While  working  on  her  bachelor’s 
degree  in  University  Studies  at  BYU, 
Arrington  also  had  the  opportunity  to 
perform  with  the  International  Folk 
Dancers. 

It  was  also  at  this  time  that  Arring¬ 
ton  decided  on  dance  as  a  serious  ca¬ 
reer. 

During  a  workshop  conducted  by 
dance  teachers  from  UCLA,  Arring- 


BYU,”  she  said.  “But  when  you  move 
away,  if  you  don’t  move  away  to  a  job 
involved  with  your  career  you  lose  it. 

“If  you  want  something  to  happen, 
you  have  to  be  the  one  to  make  it' 
happen.  ...

Arrington  now  lives  in  Phoenix, 
Ariz.  She  has  taught  dance  part-time 
at  Arizona  State  University  and  has 
also  taught  children’s  dance  classes  in 
the  community. 

Arrington  currently  is  performing 
with  a  company  and  rehearses  twice  a 
week.  She  is  also  seven  months  preg¬ 
nant. 

“The  part  I  perform  is  that  of  a 
pioneer  mother  —  who  could  believ¬ 
ably  be  pregnant,”  she  said.

“I 
want  to  help  people  tolerate  other 
ideas. 

“I  think  people  in  the  Church  (The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints)  need  to  do  that  (tolerate  other 
ideas).  You  can  entertain  other  ideas 
but  not  abandon  your  own  principles. 
People  in  the  LDS  Church  need  to 
think  of  the  implications  of  their  exis¬ 
tence.  We  need  to  be  aware  of  why  we 
are  here  and  what  we  ought  to  do  not 
only  for  ourselves,  but  also  for  oth¬ 
ers,”  said  Lindsay,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  LDS  Church. 

What  Lindsay  is  trying  to  do  in  his 
job  as  a  broadcaster  is  “to  create  feed¬ 


back.  I  find  that  if  we  (he  and  the 
viewer)  connect,  that’s  rewarding  for 
me,”  he  said.  Also,  as  a  broadcaster, 
the  most  fun  part  is  “not  the  way  you 
read  it,  but  the  way  you  write  it.  That 
is  the  challenge.” 

While  at  BYU,  he  said  there  was  a 
lot  to  applaud,  but  there  was  too  much 
emphasis  on  conformity.  “Diversity  is 
a  very  important  concept.  We  don’t 
all  have  to  look  alike  and  act  alike  to 
work  together.” 

Lindsay  said  he  remembers  attend¬ 
ing  a  BYU  lecture  by  a  1972  Demo¬ 
cratic  vice-presidential  candidate. 

“I  was  so  unimpressed  by  the  candi¬ 
date  that  while  we  were  walking  back 
from  the  lecture,  I  announced  my  in¬ 
tention  to  vote  for  Candidate  X,” 
even  though  the  vice  president  was 
who  most  students  would  be  voting 
for. 

A  student  Lindsay  was  with  at  the 
time  was  appalled  he  would  defy  the 
majority  and  be  a  nonconformist. 

Lindsay  himself  has  spoken  at 
BYU.  The  Alumni  Association  asked 
him  to  speak  at  “Career  Connections” 
approximately  a  year  ago. 

Concerning  the  students  he  met 
studying  broadcast  journalism  he 
said,  “Frankly,  I  saw  a  lot  students 
who  made  a  wrong  choice. 

“I  had  a  number  of  students  ask  me 
‘How  do  I  get  your  job?’  ’  He  asked 
them  to  narrow  down  them  question 
by  telling  him  if  they  wanted  to  be  a 
reporter  or  a  newscaster  or  what. 
“Some  said,  ‘I  want  to  be  an  anchor.’

That  told  me  they  wanted  to  have 
their  face  on  television.” 

Lindsay  said  he  wanted  to  say  to 
them,  “Look,  so  you’re  gorgeous. 
Why  should  an  organization  hire 
you?”  Students  need  to  show  they 
have  brains  and  skills  along  with  good 
looks  and  realize  why  they  want  to  be 
in  broadcast  journalism.  It  seems  to

dents  he  talked  with  was  to  empha¬ 
size  “cosmetics.” 

Broadcast  students  will  get  further 
in  their  profession  with  the  idea  that 
each  news  story  and  each  interview  is 
a  new  challenge,  he  said. 

Students  need  to  be  concerned  with 
why  they  chose  their  field  because  the 
broadcast  journalism  job  market  has 
changed  drastically.  “The  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  the  field  (today)  are  not  as 
promising  as  when  I  graduated.” 

“CBS  News  recently  lost  a  couple 
hundred  people,  and  we  lost  about  12 
people  recently  at  KSL  as  a  result  of  a 
change  in  management,”  said  Lind¬ 
say,  who  said  broadcast  management 
changes  are  happening  all  over  the 
United  States. 

Despite  the  loss  of  jobs,  television 
has  emerged  as  a  popular  medium  for 
the  general  public  to  rely  on  for  news. 

According  to  a  1987  Roper  Poll, 
which  studied  the  effects  of  televi¬ 
sion,  more  than  half  of  American  peo¬ 
ple  obtain  their  news  from  television. 

“I  have  quoted  that  to  scare  peo¬ 
ple,”  said  Lindsay,  who  has  given 
many  talks.  The  reason  he  quotes  it  is 
because  “people  are  expecting  too 
much  out  of  us. 

“I  think  they  need  to  read  some 
newspapers,  a  few  good  magazines” 
and  other  news  sources  to  expand 
themselves. 

One  good  thing  about  the  prevalent 
viewing  of  TV  news  is  that  many  peo¬ 
ple  are  getting  news  that  never  were 
before,  said  Lindsay.  He  mentioned 


that  the  actual  wording  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  in  the  survey  about  television 
news  viewing  may  have  influenced  re¬ 
spondents  to  answer  a  certain  way. 

People  aren’t  only  watching  the 
news  more,  they  are  asking  if  the  me¬ 
dia  are  being  responsible. 

“Some  are,”  said  Lindsay.  The  me¬ 
dia  are  a  big  institution,  he  added, 
citing  “The  Enquirer”  and  “The  New 
York  Times”  as  two  extremes. 

The  definition  of  irresponsibility  in¬ 
cludes  a  lot,  such  as  stories  being  fac¬ 
tually  incorrect,  fabricated  and  one¬ 
sided. 

KSL  is  responsible  compared  with 
other  stations  he’s  worked  at,  said 
Lindsay. 

“We  try  to  consider  the  implica¬ 
tions,”  such  as  what  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  news  and  how  current  is  it.  “I 
don’t  agree  with  KSL’s  lead  story  ev¬ 
ery  day,  but  I  think  we  have  a  good 
balance.”

The  theme  of  a  father  and  son 
switching  bodies  has  returned  to  the 
movie  houses,  but  this  time  it  should 
get  a  better  audience. 

“Vice  Versa,”  starring  Judge  Rein¬ 
hold  and  Fred  Savage,  has  done  a 
much  better  job  with  the  theme  than 
did  “Like  Father,  Like  Son.” 

Reinhold  stars  as  Marshall  Sey¬ 
mour,  a  young,  divorced  executive 
working  his  way  up  the  corporate  lad¬ 
der. 

Savage  portrays  his  11-year-old 
son,  Charlie.  Their  lives  take  a  turn 


when  a  magical  skull  from  the  Orient 
grants  a  wish  (not  a  sincere  wish,  but 
Charlie  does  say,  “I  wish”)  and  the 
father  and  son  find  themselves  in  each 
other’s  body. 

Best  known  for  his  policeman  char¬ 
acter  in  “Beverly  Hills  Cop”  and 
“Beverly  Hills  Cop  II,”  Reinhold  does 
a  very  good  job  imitating  the  actions 
of  an  11-year-old  kid. 

Little  pieces  of  detail  add  to  his  be- 
lievability. 

His  stance  changes  after  his  trans¬ 
formation  from  the  yuppie,  conde¬ 
scending  father  to  the  young,  needing 
son. 

Answering  to  his  secretary’s  ques¬ 


tion  of  “Where  are  you  going?”  Rein¬ 
hold  stops  with  one  foot  fidgeting  in 
place  as  he  answers,  “Nowherrrre?” 

His  best  scene  is  in  front  of  the 
mirror  when,  as  an  11-year-old  in  his 
father’s  body,  he  is  amazed  and  happy 
to  have  some  (but  not  very  much) 
body  hair. 

Savage,  known  from  his  roles  in 
“Princess  Bride,”  “The  Boy  Who 
Could  Fly”  and  the  TV  series  “The 
Wonder  Years,”  also  makes  his  trans¬ 
formation  believable. 

The  sweet  look  that  was  there 
when  he  portrayed  the  son  is  gone  and 
becomes  a  more  serious  look  as  he 
portrays  the  father. 


While  many  parts  of  the  story  line 
are  much  expected,  the  movie  gives  a 
surprise  once  in  awhile. 

In  “Vice  Versa”  the  father  is  the 
one  to  deal  with  dating  problems  as 
compared  to  the  son  dealing  with 
them  in  “Like  Father,  Like  Son.” 

This  problem  runs  both  through

Resume  makes  difference 


College  diploma  doesn't  mean  job

After  sending  twenty  resumes  and 
only  getting  denials  or  the  compli¬ 
mentary  ‘nice  try’  letter,  a  college 
diploma  and  good  grades  just  don’t 
seem  enough  to  get  a  job. 

Getting  your  foot  in  the  door  may 
be  harder  than  any  person  can  truly 
imagine. 

“The  college  student  should  think 
themselves  like  a  product,”  said 
Richard  Hartley,  a  graduate  who  did 
a  study  on  the  design  of  resumes. 
“The  student  needs  to  market  himself 
or  herself  -  putting  their  best  selves 
forward.” 

“The  number  one  key  to  success  is 
research,”  said  Janet  Howard,  assis¬ 
tant  professor  in  Information  Man¬ 
agement. 

According  to  Howard,  people  need 
to  research  themselves  so  they  know 
themselves  very  well  —  who  they 
are,  what  they  are;  what  are  their 
strengths,  their  weaknesses? 

The  number  two  thing  that  needs  to 
be  done  to  get  a  job  is  to  research  the 
job. 

“The  biggest  thing  about  the  inter¬ 
view  is  knowing  something  about  the 
company.  If  a  candidate  comes  in  and 
doesn’t  know  what  the  company  does, 
the  person  probably  will  not  get  the 
job,  ”  said  Wayne  Hansen,  managing 
director  of  BYU  placement  and  em¬ 
ployment  services. 


Research  about  the  company 
should  be  both  general  and  specific; 
know  its  product,  its  location,  the 
ways  it  processes  its  goods,  what  sys¬ 
tems  it  uses  and  every  little  aspect  of 
the  company’s  personality.

“When  you  prepare  the  resume  you 
are  preparing  an  advertisement  of 
you,”  said  Howard. 

According  to  Howard,  the  physical 
appearance  of  the  resume  must  get 
attention.  Some  of  the  things  she  sug- 


the  reader  what  they  want  to  know  — 
what  can  you  do  for  me?  How  can  you 
help  me  make  money?”  said  Howard. 

According  to  Hartley’s  study,  a 
better  designed  resume  can  give  pref¬ 
erential  treatment  for  an  interview. 

“That  recruiter  fe  going  to  judge  an 
individual  by  what  they  see  in  a  re¬ 
sume.  So  what  the  candidate  wants  to 
do  is  to  make  the  most  strategic,  pow¬ 
erful  statement  they  can  visually,  as 
well  as  a  statement  of  content,”  said 
Hartley. 

“Visual  appeal  cannot  overcome 
content.  If  a  candidate  has  a  low  back¬ 
ground,  and  is  not  a  strong  individual, 
the  person  cannot  hide  by  visual  ap¬ 
peal.”

“That’s  why  it’s  so  important  to  re¬ 
search  the  company,”  said  Howard. 

“The  more  a  person  knows  about 
the  company,  the  easier  it  is  to  ask 
intelligent  questions.” 

Proper  dress  for  the  interview  is 
also  dictated  by  the  research  done  on 
the  company,  said  Howard. 

After  the  interview,  Howard  says  a 
thank  you  letter  should  be  sent  imme¬ 
diately. 

According  to  Howard,  the  letter 
should  mention  some  key  things  that 
interested  the  candidate,  things  that 
would  jog  the  recruiter’s  memory 
about  the  interview. 

“The  follow-up  letter  is  vital.  You 
may  be  one  of  thirty  people  that  per¬ 
son  interviewed  in  one  day,”  said 
Howard. 

“Without  that  follow-up  letter  you 
just  may  not  stand  out  in  that  person’s 
mind,”  said  Howard.

Among  the  other  Cougars  to  hit 
homeruns  were  firstbaseman  John 
Batina  (three  HR’s  on  the  season)  and 
thirdbaseman  Mike  Littlewood  (five), 
who  hit  two  each;  outfielder  Bruce 
Ellis,  who  hit  his  fifth  on  the  year;

Sisler,  who  hit  their  first;  and  short¬ 
stop  Gary  Schoonover,  who  hit  his 
second. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  twin  bill, 
Cougar  pitcher  John  Sinclair  shut  out 
SUSC  for  six  innings  before  reliever 
Carter  Cox  came  on  to  pitch  the  final 


inning  and  secure  the  shutout.  The 
win  was  the  second  on  the  year  for 
Sinclair  against  no  losses. 

In  game  two,  freshman  starter 
Bart  Grubbs  had  a  very  rocky  outing, 
but  managed  to  pick  up  his  second 
victory  of  the  season.  Grubbs  gave  up 
five  runs  in  the  first  three  innings 
before  the  Cougars  scored  five  of 
their  own  in  the  fourth  to  give  him  a 
four-run  cushion.

Junior  Terry  Griffith  finished  third 
on  the  one-meter  board  and  qualified 
for  the  Men’s  NCAA  Championships, 
April  7-9  in  Indianapolis. 


Griffith  used  steady  diving  to  edge 
into  the  third  and  final  qualifying  spot 
in  the  men’s  one-iineter.  This  is  the 
second  straight  year  he  has  qualified 
for  NCAA’s  on  the  one-meter  board. 

“Terry  was  very  consistent  out 
there  today,”  said  diving  coach  Stan 
Curnow.  “That’s  where  he  made  it 
and  some  of  the  others  missed  out.  ” 


The  divers  came  from  eight  differ¬ 
ent  states,  including  schools  in  the 
PAC  10,  the  PCAA  and  the  WAC. 

Nelson  had  a  rough  start  and  strug¬ 
gled  on  her  first  three  dives. 

“Courtney  started  out  bad  on  her 
first  three  dives,  then  was  very  good 
on  her  next  two,”  said  Stan  Curnow.

8.  But  the  upset  came  because  by 
many  people,  fans  and  writers  alike, 
Hawaii  was  dubbed  as  the  worst  team 
in  the  nation,  not  just  the  conference. 

But  like  the  Rams,  the  Rainbows 
had  everything  to  gain  from  victory. 
How  can  you  improve  a  record  of  8-24 
going  into  the  tournament? 

The  Utes  of  Utah  were  slated  at 
No.  3  before  the  games  began,  but 
their  hopes  for  a  victory  or  even  an 
NCAA  berth  were  dashed  as  Colo¬ 
rado  State  nabbed  the  victory,  78-68, 
in  game  No.  2.

Perhaps  the  biggest  disappoint¬ 
ment  of  all  was  the  performance  of 
BYU’s  Cougars.  Even  though  they 
did  advance  beyond  their  first  game, 
edging  Hawaii  by  only  two  points  in 
Thursday  night’s  game,  UTEP 
dropped  the  Cougars  on  Friday,  66- 
63,  for  the  second  time  in  less  than  a 
week.  The  Cougars  were  seeded  at 
the  No.  1  position  coming  in,  but  go¬ 
ing  out  of  the  tournament  they  were 
far  from  it. 


People  have  a  little  more  sympathy 
for  UTEP  under  the  team’s  circum¬ 
stances.  After  losing  Chris  Blocker 
near  the  end  of  the  regular  season 
because  of  academic  failure,  center 
Antonio  Davis  was  benched  with  a 
broken  ankle  during  the  New  Mexico 
game. 

Left  with  only  eight  players,  two 
who  hadn’t  seen  much  playing  time 
during  the  regular  season,  the  Miners 
were  almost  able  to  knock  off  the 
Cowboys.  But  in  college  basketball 
and  tournaments,  almost  isn’t  good 
enough. 

For  the  second  straight  year,  it  was 
the  Cowboys  whose  guns  were  smok¬ 
ing  when  the  buzzer  blew  and  the  tro¬ 
phies  were  awarded. 

Going  into  the  tournament,  it  was 
anyone’s  title.  Coming  out,  it  was  the 
same  thing. 

Surprises  or  not,  this  kind  of  tour¬ 
nament  is  indicative  of  the  kind  of  stiff 
competition  found  in  the  WAC,  ac¬ 
cording  to  several  coaches. 

“It  took  me  awhile  to  get  used  to 
the  league,”  said  Benny  Dees,  Wyo¬ 
ming’s  head  coach,  after  Saturday’s 
championship  game.  Why?  Because 
it’s  a  tough  conference,  especially  on 
the  road,  according  to  Dees. 

UTEP’s  head  coach,  Don  Haskins, 
agreed. 

“I  think  we’ve  got  a  better  repre¬ 
sentation  in  the  West  than  we  used 
to,”  he  said. 

BYU’s  Ladell  Andersen  has  been 
saying  that  all  season. 

Now  that  the  nine  teams  have  gone 
home  and  all’s  quiet  on  the  Marriott 
Center  floor,  several  teams  are  gear¬ 
ing  up  to  try  their  hands  at  the  NCAA 
Tournament.  Good  luck.  After  all, 
any  team  can  beat  any  other  team  on 
any  given  night.

Cougars  search  for  old  spark

“B-Y-U,  where^are  you?” 

That’s  the  line  fans  were  chanting  during  the 
championship  game  of  the  1988  WAC  Tournament. 
And  that’s  also  what  thousands  of  people  were  ask¬ 
ing  themselves  during  the  four-day  contest, 
whether  the  Cougars  were  on  or  off  the  court. 

Fans  aren’t  the  only  ones. 

That’s  probably  the  question 
the  Cougars  were  asking 
themselves,  too. 

BYU,  which  posted  a  season 
record  at  25-5  following  the 
tournament,  has  everything  to 
brag  about  —  one  of  the  most 
winning  records  of  any  college 
team  in  the  nation. 

But  they  also  seem  to  be  hurting  lately.  At  least 
according  to  writers  and  coaches  throughout  the 
conference,  they  aren’t  the  same  Cougars  every¬ 
one  was  talking  about  back  in  January. 

And  they  didn’t  look  like  a  Top-20  team  in  last 
week’s  tournament,  barely  squeaking  by  Hawaii’s 
Rainbows  and  then  falling  to  the  UTEP  Miners  ... 
again. 

What  happened?  “There’s  a  lot  of  pressure  on 


these  young  men,”  said  Ladell  Andersen,  BYU’s 
head  coach.  The  fact  that  the  Cougars  had  an 
NCAA  berth  clinched  a  long  time  ago  has  worked 
against  his  team  the  last  few  weeks,  according  to 
Andersen. 

But  with  that  bid  now  a  reality,  where  are  the 
Cougars  headed? 

“Right  now  BYU  is  not  plav- 
ing  well,”  said  UTEP  Head 
Coach  Don  Haskins. 

“Deep  down  when  they  beat 
Wyoming  at  Wyoming,  New 
Mexico  at  New  Mexico  and 
beat  us  in  El  Paso,  that  thing 
(conference  championship) 
was  over  in  January. 

“But  I  think  they  got  a  little  complacent,”  he 
said.  “That’s  not  the  same  team  I  saw  in  El  Paso 
and  that  1  watched  several  times  on  television.  But 
if  they  put  their  thing  together,  they  can  beat 
anybody.” 

Even  though  the  heat’s  on  high  for  BYU  to  per¬ 
form  at  the  NCAA’s,  I’m  with  Haskins  —  the 
Cougars  can  beat  anyone  in  the  nation  and  fans  can 
say,  “B-Y-U,  we  found  you  —  at  the  top.”

Businessman  is  'on  the  right  track'  help  with  cancer  preventio

Success,  according  to  Fred  Carpen¬ 
ter,  has  nothing  to  do  with  business. 
Rather,  “when  your  son  puts  his  arms 
around  you  and  tells  you  he  loves 
you,”  that’s  success. 

That’s  why  Carpenter,  an  MBA 
graduate  of  B  YU  and  the  president  of 
Glenwood  Financial  Group,  bases  his 
life  around  developing  a  strong  family 
unit.  When  the  pressures  of  work  are 
leaning  hard  on  him,  coming  home  to 
his  family  makes  life  easier. 

And  those  pressures  don’t  let  up. 
As  the  chief  man  of  a  partner-com¬ 
pany  which  owns  and  manages  1.5 
million  square  feet  of  properties 
throughout  Provo,  Southern  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Texas,  12-hour  days  are  sim¬ 
ply  habit. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  long,  hard  hours 
involved  and  that  can  get  tough.  Peo¬ 
ple  have  to  have  confidence  in  me  be¬ 
cause  they’ve  trusted  me  with  their 
money.” 

The  name  association  between 
Glenwood  Financial  Group  and  The 
Glenwood  apartments  in  Provo  is  not 
just  coincidental. 

Carpenter’s  company  took  over  the 
202-unit  apartment  complex  in 
February  of  1987.  After  a  complete 
upgrading  including  new  carpet,  re¬ 
painting,  new  parking  lots,  new  furni¬ 
ture  and  microwaves,  it  was  renamed 
The  Glenwood  last  summer.  Less 
than  a  year  later,  the  company  also 
purchased  Provo’s  Riviera  apart¬ 
ments. 

“At  first  we  weren’t  interested  in  it 
[Pineview],  it  was  no  good,”  said  Car¬ 
penter.  “Then  after  talking  to  my 
business  partner  David  Freeman,  we 
considered  it. 

“First,  it  was  in  walking  distance 
from  the  school;  second,  it  was  part  of 
the  seventh  stake;  third,  it  was  physi¬ 
cally  sound  building;  and  fourth,  it 
had  not  been  taken  care  of,  which 
meant  we  could  get  the  property  for  a 
good  price,”  explained  Carpenter. 

However,  Carpenter’s  company

got  involved  in  the  two  apartment 
complexes  for  more  than  financial 
reasons. 

“We  look  at  students  as  tenants. 
We’re  interested  in  providing  an  envi¬ 
ronment  for  them.  They  deserve 
more  than  just  a  room.” 


Carpenter  said  going  to  BYU  and 
being  part  of  the  culture  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  has  had  an  effect  on  his  busi¬ 
ness  dealings. 

He  graduated  from  BYU  in  1980 
with  a  bachelor’s  degree  and  then  re¬ 


ceived  his  MBA,  also  from  BYU,  in 
1981. 

His  first  job  was  with  Bechtel  In¬ 
vestments  Co.,  the  largest  interna¬ 
tional  construction  company  in  the 
world,  a  position  he  found  with  the 
help  of  the  School  of  Management 
placement  program. 

“Having  that  Mormon  background 
helps  you  make  the  morally  correct 
decisions,”  said  Carpenter. 

“Overall,  the  school  motto,  ‘Pursuit 
of  Excellence,’  was  imbred  into  me.  I 
went  to  BYU  not  just  to  be  a  student, 
but  to  become  a  leader. 

“I  felt  my  purpose  in  graduating 
was  to  get  into  an  MBA  program.  And 
when  I  was  in  the  MBA  program  my 
purpose  was  training  to  become  a 
leader.” 

Although  Carpenter  was  serious 
about  school,  he  admits  he  never  was 
a  bookworm.  “I  very  rarely  took 
homework  home,”  he  confessed. 

There’s  more  to  school  than  study¬ 
ing  —  intramural  sports,  BYU  ath¬ 
letic  events  such  as  football  and  bas¬ 
ketball  games,  Y-Mount  Terrace  and 
being  part  of  the  bishopric  for  a 
Deseret  Towers  ward  are  still  fond 
memories  for  Carpenter. 

At  the  same  time,  however,  Car¬ 
penter  feels  like  students  are  pam¬ 
pered  in  school.  “When  you  take  a  test 
you  get  immediate  feedback,  when 
you  raise  your  hand  in  class,  you  get 
an  answer.  It’s  not  true  in  business. 
You  can  work  on  a  project  for  months 
and  it  might  be  rejected,  just  a  waste 
of  time.” 

According  to  Carpenter,  you  learn 
how  to  really  work  when  you  finally 
enter  your  career. 

After  his  experience  at  Bechtel, 
Carpenter  joined  Equitec  Properties, 
a  real  estate  management  company. 
With  each  job  he  gained  more  auton¬ 
omy  that  finally  put  him  in  a  position 
to  go  out  on  his  own. 

Evidently,  Carpenter’s  real  estate 
interests  and  combined  family  unity 
have  worked  well  together.  Does  he 
consider  himself  a  success?  “Well,  I 
think  I’m  on  the  right  track.” 


WASHINGTON  —  The  American 
diet  is  lousy  and  people  are  dying  be¬ 
cause  of  it.

“I  really  be¬ 
lieve  that  could  make  a  difference  in 
the  amount  of  cancer  we  have.” 

Americans  are  not  eating  enough 
fruits,  vegetables,  whole-grain 
breads  and  high-fiber  cereals.  They 
are  eating  more  fat  and  more  salt- 
cured,  nitrite-cured,  smoked  and 
pickled  meat,  all  dietary  elements 
that  can  affect  health. 


In  effect,  said  Blossom  Patterso  pM 
coauthor  of  the  study,  Americans  s 
forgetting  the  lessons  they  she 
have  learned  as  children  at  the  far 1 
dining  table. 

Diet,  the  study  said,  is  estimate 
contribute  to  about  35  percent  oi| 
cancer  deaths.

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New  tax  laws  change 


Can  tithing  and  other  charitable 
contributions  be  deducted  in  1987? 
Answer:  Not  by  most  U.S.  students 
because  of  changes  in  the  tax  rules. 
Beginning  in  1987,  charitable  contri¬ 
butions  can  only  be  deducted  as 
“itemized  deductions.”  The  choice  to

itemize  is  applicable  only  if  qualified 
expenses  paid  during  the  year  exceed 
the  “standard  deduction,”  which  is 
$2,540  for  single  filers  and  $3,760  for 
joint  return  filers. 

Itemized  deductions  are  taken  on 
Schedule  A,  Form  1040.  It  is  more 
difficult  to  itemize  deductions  in  1987. 
First,  the  standard  deduction  has 
been  increased.  Also,  there  are  now 
three  categories  of  deductions  that 
require  a  “floor”  or  percentage  of  ad¬ 
justed  gross  income  (AGI)  that  is  not 
deductible.  The  various  types  of 
items  are: 

•Medical  and  Dental:  only  any  ex¬ 
cess  of  7.5  percent  AGI  is  deductible. 

•Taxes  you  paid:  state  income  taxes, 
real  estate  taxes. 


•Interest  paid:  mortgage  interest, 
personal  interest  (65  percent  only). 

•Contributions  made:  cash  to 
churches,  donated  items  and  mileage. 

•Casualty  and  theft  losses:  only  any 
excess  of  10  percent  AGI  not  insured 
is  deductible. 

•Moving  expenses:  meals,  mileage 
at  nine  cents  a  mile,  lodging,  etc. 

•Miscellaneous  deductions  (subject 
to  two  percent  AGI  limit):  unreim¬ 
bursed  employee  expenses,  tax 
preparation  fees,  small  tools  and  sup¬ 
plies,  safe  deposit  rental,  etc. 

•Other  miscellaneous  deductions: 
impairment  work  related  expenses  of 
a  handicapped  individual. 

For  more  details,  see  instructions 
for  preparing  Schedule  A  and  IRS 
publications  502,  521,  529  and  530. 

Although  the  above  list  is  lengthy, 
students  typically  have  not  had  ex¬ 
penses  during  the  year  in  these  cate¬ 
gories  that  when  added  together  will 
equal  or  exceed  the  standard  deduc¬ 
tion.  If  not,  they  should  take  the  stan¬ 
dard  deduction  to  obtain  a  lower  tax 
liability  when  filing  either  the  short  or 
long  form.  This  applies  to  the  U.S. 
Federal  1040  and  many  state  returns, 
such  as  Utah  and  Idaho. 

The  above  rules  are  modified  for 
foreign  students  who  file  as  nonresi¬ 
dent  aliens  using  1040NR,  because 
Form  1040NR  does  not  permit  a  stan¬ 
dard  deduction.  Hence,  foreign  stu¬ 
dents  will  normally  itemize  deduc¬ 
tions.  Federal  forms  and  information 
may  be  obtained  in  230  ELWC  (Om¬ 
budsman  Office,  ext.  4761)  or  form 
the  IRS  at  88  West,  100  N.  in  Provo.
